THB OORONKR CONTEST. 


Bendure Olalms a Plurality Over Perl of 


145 Votes. 


It has been known for some days that 


Jesse Bendure would contest the election 
of Peter Perl for the office of coroner, 
and appeal to the county court for a re- 
count of the ballots cast for that office in 
Deoatar (township on Nov. 4th. The flg- 
urefl as officially declared on the face of 
the wtarns give Perl 124 plurality over 
Bendnre. 


Yesterday Mr. Bendure by his attor- 


neys, the Mills Bros., filed a bill in chan- 
cery in the county court, in which he calls 
for a recount ot the ballots as cast for 
coroner in the five votiug districts of 
Decatnr. He alleges in his bill that mis- 
takes in the counts of the Butler tickets 
made by the judges and clerks gave Perl 
more votes than he should have received, 
losing Bendure 26 votes in the first dis- 
trict, 81 in the second, 5 in the third, 33 
in the fourth and 84 in the fifth, alleging 
also that certain votea cast foe Eight, the 
prohibition candidate, were counted for 
Perl through alleged errors ot the clerks. 
In his bill Mr. Bendure sets forth that on 
the information furnished him, the re- 
count will ehow that at (mid election on 
Nov. 4th he received 145 more votes than 
Mr. Perl. He states further as follows: 


Your orator further states thfit according 


to the canvass made by tbe county canvass- 
ing board of the faoe or the returns aa 
made by the judges nud clerks ot the va- 
rious voting precincts in the said county, 
the said Peter Perl received at said elec- 
tion for Coroner 3,800 votes, and that your 
orator (Bendure) received 3,(>7G votes, giv- 
ing Perl 124 votes more than your orator; 
but if your orator is rightfully informed 
and his foregoing allegations are true, as 
he verily believes them to be, then the 
said Perl had counted and returned as 
oast for him 192 more votes thnn ware ac- 
tually OB8t for him, leaviuK the actual 
votes as cast for said Perl as 3,608 votee, 
and that ynur orator actually received, 
whioh should have been counted and re- 
turned for him, 77 more votes than were 
actually counted and returned for him, 
making the vote of your orator 3,753 votes, 
whioh would actually give your orator a 
plurality over the said Perl ot 140 votes. 


The oiise will come up before Judge 


Greer on the third Monday in December, 
the 15tb, when comrniBeioneis raay be 
appointed to make a recount of tbe bal- 
lots and ascertain beyond question wheth- 
er or not any mistakes were made by tbe 
judges and clerks in their count of the 
ballots. If the claims of Mr. Bendure 
are verified and it is shown to the satis- 
faction of the court that he hoe a plu- 
rality over Perl, then a certiBoiate will 
issue giving Bendure the office. 


A Quick Deatn. 


Between 3 and 4 o'clock yesterday af- 


ternoon an aged German from the neigh- 
borhood ot Blue Mound, named John 
Havermeil, entered Henry Bros, restau- 
rant and got a lunch. While eating the 
old man apparently choked, and in a few 
moments he toll over and expired. Dr. 
Chenoweth attended him, but life was ex- 
tinct. The coroner-elect, Peter Perl, who 
will not enter upon his dnties under the 
law until Dec. 1st, removed the body to 
his establishment, from whioh place Cor- 
oner Bendure removed it to his office at 
Bullard's undertaking rooms. The in- 
quest was held there—Messrs. R. C. Ring- 
land, Al. H. Locke, B. N. Adams, Wm. 
Lyon, John McCoy and L. E. Maokey 
serving as jurymen. The witnesses were 
Dr. Chenoweth, K. Morris, who had 
known the deceased for many years, and 
H.Henry, keeper of the restaurant. It 
was the opinion of the physician that 
Havermeil died of an affection of the 
heart, and the jury returned a verdict to 
that effect. Havermeil was 80 years old 
and was a laborer. It is not known that 
he has any relatives in this country. 


It is charged that Mr. Perl acted im- 


properly in the matter of removing the 
body and to get tbe matter right before 
the public a reporter got the facts to-day. 
When Havermeil died and fell upon the 
floor of the restaurant, Mr. Henry sent his 
son John to tell Perl to come and take 
the body away. Perl came, and notwith- 
standing the evident fact that Havermeil 
had died suddenly and under singular 
circumstances, he made no inq'unoF., but 
gathered up the lifeless form and tuok it 
to his establishment on South Main street, 
putting it away in the dark in a sort of 
loft over the place Where buggies are kept. 
Coroner Bendnre got nonce of the death 
from a policeman who telephoned him to 
take charge of the body. Mr. Bendure 
found it at Perl's place in the dark. He 
had to light several matches and look 
around among boxes before he could dis- 
cover it. Then Bendure, aa the properly 
authorized person, took charge of the 
body and removed it to his office, where 
the inquest was held as above stated. Mr. 
Perl stated to-day that be acted dimply 
as undertaker and would do the same 
thing again. Mr. Bendure was surprised 
that Perl should have gone ahead and 
corralled the body and carried it away. 
He says that none but an ignorant party 
would have committed snch an act. Cer- 
tainly as an undertaker Perl had no legal 
right to touch the body, and the only per- 
son authorized under the law to take 
charge of it was Mr. Bendure, whose term 
as coroner will not expire until December, 
and perhaps not then. 


DREAD DIPHTHERIA.

Wabash Matters, 


order has been issued by E. N. 


Valuable suggestions by the State Board 


of Health on the Subject. 


The Illinois State Board of Health, Iniplred 


by the prevalence of diphtheria In an epidem- 
ic form in different sections of the state, have 
issued a circular to the public which Is full of 
valuable Information aa to the preoaulons 
whioh should be taken against the dread dis- 
ease. Among the inoit important suggestion! 
are the following: 


if ono is subject to catarrh, or Inflammatory 


affections of the throat, especial care should 
be paid to the condition of the general health 
and to the general hygienic surroundings. 


During the existence of diphtheria, avoid 


crowded gatherings In badly ventlllated rooms, 
as in theatres, public halls and even churches. 
This is of especial Importance during cold 
weather. 


Secure thorough ventilation and perfect 
cleanliness of nurseries, kindergartens, school 
rooms, aud other places where children are 
cared for. 
During the existence of a case of diphtheria 


in the neighborhood do not neglect any sore- 
ness of the throat, however slight, until 
assured of its harmless nature by the family 
physician. 
Unless absolutely necessary, do not come In 


contact with, or inhale the breath of one siok 
with sore throat. Avoid kissing, or eating or 
drinking in common with such persons. 


Diphtheria has so often appeared where un- 


oloauly conditions have prevailed, when It 
could not be traced to continuous propagation 
by contagion, that Its relation to tilth as a 
cause may be assumed for sanitary purposes. 


It is immaterial whether the fllth exists In 


visible and disgusting- forms, such as the gar- 
bage heap, the cess-pool or the privy vault, or 
in the Invisible and possibly inodorous gases 
from an illy constructed sewer; from decay- 
ing vegetables in the cellar, or In the poison- 
ous exhalation from the human breath and 
body in unventilated rooms. All these un- 
doubted causes of Ill-health should be at once 
abated. 
Outbreaks of the disease have been traced 


to the carriage of the contagion by the wind. 
Therefore, it is advisable to close the windows 
and doors, and avoid as much as possible the 
side of a house toward a known Infected house 
or locality, especially during the prevalence 
of high winds from that direction. 


The room selected for the sick should be 


largo, easily ventilated and as far from the 
living and sleeping rooms of other members 
of the family as It it practicable to nave It. 
All ornaments, carpets, drapery and articles 
not absolutely needed In the room should be 
removed . A free circulation of air from wltB- 
out should be admitted both by night and day; 
there Is no better disinfectant than pure air. 
Place the bed aa near as possible In the middle 
of the room; but caro should, of course, be 
taken to keep the patient out of draughts. 


Every person should study this information 


and act accordingly, and we will have leas 
diphtheria in our midst.
